There are basically 3 
types of loans--short- 
term, long-term and equi- 
ty capital, Your purpose 
for the money and the length 
of time you need it will 
determine the type of loan 
the bank will grant. 

Short - term loans are 
normally for less than a 
year and are paid back af- 
ter their needs have been 
met. If you borrowed mo- 
ney to purchase inventory 
stock, the loan would be 
repaid after the stock has 
been The length of 
the loan would be based on 
your inventory turnover ti- 
me, 

Long-term loans are ei- 
ther 1-5 years or longer 
than 5 years, These loans 
are paid back in periodic 
installments, Equity ca- 
pital is obtained by selling 
a part of your business 
to someone who wants to 
invest their money and ac~ 
cept part of the risk, In 
return, they receive a pro- 
portionate share of the ear- 
nings, 

The amount of money al- 
so depends on how it will 
be used, If the money is

for fixed capital, the man- 
ufacturers or contractors 
can tell you what the costs 
will be, If you need op- 
erating capital, you should 
have a detailed budget and 
cash forecast for at least 
the next 12 months, This 
forecast should show your 
anticipated sources of mo- 
ney and how it will be 
spent, The net shortage 
will be the amount you will 
need, The budget should 
also include plans for pay- 
ing back the loan, 

You may be able to ob- 
tain a loan with only your 
signature if you are in good 
shape financially, If not, 
you may be required to put 
up some form of collateral 
or security, They may 
exist in the form of en- 
dorsers or co-signers, as- 
signed leases, warehouse 
receipts for inventories, 
trust receipts showing that 
you hold certain goods in 
trust for the bank, personal 
property or real property 


mortgages, accounts re- 
receivable, savings ac- 
counts, life insurance or 


stocks and bonds, 

You should not be upset 
when the bank places cer- 
tain limitations onthe loan, 
These usually are the 
terms of repayment, pled- 
ging of security, and perio- 
dic reporting of your finan- 
cial position, The bank 
may prohibit you from ob- 
taining further loans or 
they may require you to 
meet certain minimum 
standards such as insur- 
ance or working capital. 
However, you may be able 
to negotiate these terms 
if you are dealing with a 
reputable lending firm, 

Try to get terms that 
you can meet, Once you 
sign the agreement, you 
are obligated to meet the 
terms of the loan,

search and development, 
but only after turning back 
efforts by liberals to kill 
funds for a new battle tank, 
additional warplanes and 
the ABM. When the bill 
is considered in its en- 
tirety, the Senate used a 
sharp knife on the fat but 
kept in the muscle,

pted to kill,
